County To 
Improve 110 
Miles Of Roads 



Beginning July 1, the start of 
the 1058-58 fiscal year, the Jef- 
ferson County Road Department 
will spend $352,762 to improve 
110.29 miles of roads in all sec- 
of the county. Of the 
amount, $140,000 will represent 
the county's share of state rural 
highway funds. 

Fifteen sections of roads total- 
ing 18.9 miles will be given bitu- 
minous surfacing with state 
funds. This work will be done by 
by contract. Construction of a 
bridge over Pond Creek on Kath- 
aryn Station Road is planned pro- 
vided Bullitt County pays half 
the cost. 

All other work will be done by 
county crews including a type of 
surfacing that will cost $5,000 per 
mile on sections of 18 roads cov- 
ering 33.25 miles and surfacing to 
cost $800 per mile on parts of 
36 roads totaling 58.14 miles. 

Cost of the $5,000 - a - mile 
stretches is to be $168,250 and 
that of the $800-a-mile projects 
is estimated at $46,512.

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JUDGE LEIBOWITZ'S 9-WORD PRINCIPLE

Strength of character and force of effective leadership 
is risonS in the person of this patriarch who , took^ over 
Kew leadership in time to see the exodus concluded m 
Israel's triumphal entry into the Promised Land. 

But what has the story of this ancient leader to do with 
life today in the affairs of American soc.ety and civic ^prog 
ress' Problems here today are peculiar to the new age in 
wh!ch we live and move (so fast) and have our being (so 
modern) This is. probably, our readers' reaction to our ref- 
erence to the Joshua story. 

First mav we say, while the modern world, its customs 
andlhepaTat which it moves may be, "*^y», 
Tfar cry- from the days and the doings of the Judges

head. Home life and paternal training is f lecle r d ' 
it was vestervear in national strength and security. Char- 
Lc£ count? And t comes from discipline and guidance 
as chUdWe is nurtured and as it develops through the years 
to adult hood. 

Joshua spoke with vested authority, in the community 
and in the nation, but of primary importance, in the home. 
He had been charged by the Almighty to implant and im- 
press the commandments of God in the minds and on he 
hearts of the children. This responsibility he had accepted 
and had obeved the commandment through hie When its 
close drew near he confronted his people with the com- 
mand "Choose vou this day whom you will ser\e Ana, 
Wtmgly for the ever effective leader that he continued to 
be, he concluded the challenge with, "As for me and my 
house, we will serve the Lord." 

This man of discipline was not only a leader of adults, 
but was also a builder of character, whose contribution to 
good citizenship made good citizens responsive to good lead- 
ership. 

Judge Samuel S. Leibowitz, famous authority on ju- 
venile behavior; gave recently in a magazine article, a nine- 
word principle which he thinks "can do more for us than 
all the committees, ordinances and multi-million-dollar 
programs combined." 

Last summer Judge Leibowitz went to Italy (Western 
countrv with the lowest juvenile delinquency rate) to see 
if he could find there "some clue to how and why our nation 
had jumped the track." For weeks, he toured Italian cities 
trying to get the answers. He says he was eventually re- 
warded. A high school principal in Milan told him that 
"The cr : ld who respects his father and mother, too, will 
respect his >acher, the laws of his country, the policeman, 
ciders around cam." Thus, says the Judge, "from the an- 
cient wisdcin of the Italians, who have the best behaved 
teenager in the Western world. I found the nine-word 
principle." referred to above. That principle is: 

"PUT FATHER BACK AT THE HEAD OF THE FAM- 
ILY." 

Judge Leibowitz. himself raised in a dismal slum on 
New York's lower East Side, had that discipline. Referring 
to his bringing up. the distinguished jurist says: "My fath- 
er was the head of our house and I respected him. W hen 
1 was 16 and he told me to be home at 12 I broke my neck 
to get there on time." 

That father, like Joshua of old. cammanded his house- 
hold, and thus contributed invaluably to the welfare of the 
i.ation. 

RECESSION HASN'T VISITED SHELBY 

Former President Harrv Truman has said that's it's a 
recession when your neighbor's out of work— and a depres- 
sion when you are laid off. 

If this is true, there are quite a few people in Shelby 
Countv who think a recession is going on. Unfortunately, 
there also is a too large group who are convinced a depres- 
sion has hit. Layoffs in Louisville and other factories have 
hurt some local people. 

Yet despite the clouds of gloom in factory centers, busi- 
ness looks good in Shelby County. Construction is booming, 
farm prices are good (at least not iower than former years), 
plumbers and painters won't come when you call, and Main 
Street appears complaining but healthy. 

The large grocery stores, according to the Courier- 
Journal, are setting sales records— enjoying 20 to 30 per 
cent higher sales this year than in 1957. Many local busi- 
nesses also are having record sales since December's high 
tobacco prices. 

Why' pi.t->le are asking. Why does the local economy 
appear stro:.g and normal when cities like Louisville are 
hurt? 

Recent statistics released by the state economic depart- 
ment help give an answer. According to the report this 
county has an annual income of over 25 million and ranks 
15th in the state with an average of $1,320 annual income 
for each person. State average is $1,313. 

. . . How the income is earned is important to Shelby's 
economic stability. Slightly over a third is farm income 
(£7.9), another third (37.3) is wages and salaries; and the re- 
mainder is business income, real estate, stocks, etc. 

Compare this to Jefferson County's 74 per cent wages 
and salaries and 00.2 farm income, and you see why factory 
layoffs have only hurt individuals here and not the entire 
county. Only a third of our income is dependent on wages 
(jobs), and most of that comes from farm and local employ- 
ment. 

If cars or appliances don't sell, Jefferson County can 
lose a crippling share of its income. Before this hits Shel- 
' by, a real honest-to-goodness depression will have to be 
sweeping the country. 

And all indications are that business will go on as usual 
bare. — Shelby News.

RAILWAY SYSTEM

Now that summer is really here 
with temperatures ranging in the 
90's moisture disappears from the 
soil rapidly. Every precaution 
should be taken now to conserve 
moisture or else many crops could 
suffer from undue drought con- 
ditions. All cultivated crops in 
fields and gardens should be kept 
well-tilled by cultivation often 
but shallow. The main purpose 
of this cultivating is not to stir 
the roots but to keep the top soil 
well pulverized for moisture con- 
servation and to keep down 
weeds. Any fleshly plowed land 
should be worked down immedi- 
ately. The drag, cultipactor. and 
harrow are most important at this 

Warning to Tobacco Growers 

Tobacco planting like most 
farm work this year is running 
from one to two weeks late. Rus- 
sell Hunt, tobacco specialist Uni- 
versity of Kentucky, issues the 
following warnings: 

1. Don't transplant if tempera- 
tures are more than 90 degrees W. 
If necessary, transplant in early 
morning hours or late afternoon 
when heat is less. 

2. Use of sturdy stocky plants 
is desirable; however, this year's 

ants are irregular and will need 
ic best of care. 

3. Farmers should keep 2, 4-D 
aterials and equipment for using 

these materials away from tobacco 



fields. The material is injurious to 
tobacco, and specialists say plant- 
bed damage has been noticed this 
year, apparently stemming from 
farmers' use of small, pressure 
sprayers that once had beeen used 
to spray weeds with2,4-D or sim- 
ilar weed-killers. 

4. Fleabeetles and cutworms are 
doing considerable damage, both 
in beds and infields. Before pull- 
ing plants, beds should be sprayed 
or dusted with DDT; transplanted 
plants also should be watched 
carefully in the fields for flea- 
beetle or cutworm damage, and 
fields sprayed or dusted with DDT 
in the pests are found. County 
Agents have full details on pro- 
portions for the dust or spray. 

5. Watering of beds is very im- 
portant, particularly in the late 
season such as experienced this 
year. Water beds amply before 
pulling plants; and give them a 
good dose of water every three 
or four days rather than small 
applications daily. Use clean, clear 
water in setter barrels— and DO 
NOT use starter solutions or 
secticides

water through the canvas if re- 
maining plants are to be used.

Wasps: Use Chlordance or DDT 
insecticides, either as sprays or 
dust. Hit the nests at night, when 
wasps are much quieter and less 



apt to seek out a human intru- 
der. Two or three quick shots of 
the above materials will generally 
get rid of wasps and their cousins 
—hornets and yellow-jackets. 

If you have a wasp inside the 
house, use a fly-swatter with ac- 
curacy. Better still, use one of the 
household insect bombs. Most of 
these commercial sprays contain 
a substance that has quick 
knockdown properties. 

Ants: Locate the nest if you 
possibly can, to wipe out the en- 
tire colony. Chlordane is recom- 
mended as an effective insecticide, 
applied as a spray, dust or in gran- 
ular form. 

If you cannot locate the nest, 
find their principal entry tour and 
apply the insecticides there. It 
also is helpful to apply the ma- 
terials where ants might be, or 
on routes they might use: these 
include cracks in walls, flooring, 
water pipes, posts, supports and 
pillars. 

In any event— fighting wasps or 
ants — remember several things: 
One is that wasps in farm fields 
are not pests, because they are 
killers of many other insect pests; 
wasps actually are only a nuisance 
when they get around homes; sec- 
ond is to always follow label di- 
rections of the insecticide you 
buy; third, you must keep after 
these pests to really get rid of 
them.

fortunately plentiful in Kentucky, 
but something can be done about 
the plant pest. Three materials 
are available that will kill ivy if 
applied at the proper time or con- 
trol it to where it is not such a 
hazard. 
Here's what to do: 

1. Get the suspected plant posi- 
tively identified by someone who 
knows that it is poison ivy. The 
pest looks like some other harm- 
less vines. 

2. Decide on the treatment 
you'll use. They are: 

AMMATE: This material i 
plied as a foliage spray. Use at 
the rate of three-quarters to one 
pound dissolved in one gallon of 
water. Wet leaves and stems 
thoroughly. You can add a small 
quantity of household detergent 
to get full coverage if you like. 

AMINO TRIAZOLE. This is 
sometimes sold under the name 
Amizol. Apply as a spray to the 
vine or creepers at the rate of 1 
pound of 50 per cent wettabh 
powder in 25 gallons of water (3 
tablespoons in one gallon of 
water). Double this rate if the 
poison ivy shrub is very large. 

BRUSH KILLERS Containing 2, 
4,5 -T and combination of 2,4-D 
and 2,4,5-T. These are sold under 
various trade names and use- 
rates on labels should be followed. 
Incidentally, these sprays are 
harmful to tomatoes, tobacco, 
grapes and ornamentals; do not 
let material drift onto these crops 
when spraying poison ivy.

How would you like to have 
the most interesting garden in 
town! With only a few dollars 
worth of seeds, you can plant 
this wheel of flowers right out 
of the eighteenth century. It's 
designed with the geometric 
precision that the American col- 
onists loved so much, and con- 
tains many of the annual flow- 
ers grown in colonial days. 

This lovely little garden with 
flowers of white, blue, yellow, 
orange and a touch of purple 
will complement your home 
whether it's, of traditional or 
modern design. And it's so eaay 
to plant and maintain that even 
a child could do It. In fact, It 
would make a good spring 
planting project for the small 
fry in the family. 

Let it be the springboard to 
their appreciation of our Amer- 
ican heritage and at the same 
time an introduction to the 
pleasures of gardening. 

A stake with an 8-foot cord 
becomes a giant compass to 
mark off the 16-foot circle on 
the ground. After the ground 
is turned over to a depth of 
about 8 inches and is fertilized 
and raked level, the individual 
planting areas are marked in 
the soft soil with a stick. 

The seed of each variety of 
flower is sown in the center of 
the spot designated for it. Lat- 
f r, the young plants are thinned 
• it to fill the allotted space. 
Depth of sowing and thinning 
'nstnictions are given on the 
back of each seed packet. Af- 
ter sowing, small sticks can be 
inserted through the colorful 
packets and be used as mark- 
ers to identify the plants when 

The poll should be kept moist 



to make the seed germinate. 
Use a garden hose with a fine 
spray nozzle every day If nec- 

In about ten days the seed- 
lings will appear. Then scratch 
the surface of the ground 
around each seedling patch to 
prevent weeds from taking hold 
in the unseeded areas. 

When three sets of leaves ap- 
pear on the seedlings, they are 
ready for thinning. Crowded 
plants are carefully dug up and 
replanted in the open areas. 
Weeds that may have appeared 
among the plants should be 
pulled up. Thinning and trans- 
planting should be done on a 
cloudy day-so the hot sun won't 
have a chance to make the 
plants wilt. Loosen the sur- 
face of the soil between plants 
each week with a hoe. The gar- 
den should also be watered 
deeply. About a month aftei 
sowing, the soil should be 
dusted lightly with a complete 
fertilizer, such as 5-10-5. Work 
it into the soil and then water 
well. Try not to get the fertili- 
zer on the leaves of the plants. 

About three weeks after thin- 
ning the plants, they will be- 
gin to grow together. Cultivat- 
ing is then no longer possible or 
necessary. All that has to be 
done after that is to keep the 
garden watered during the dry 
weather, pull out the weeds that 
may appear and cut off dead 
flowers so that more continue 

You'll have an unusual gar- 
den spot that will be a delight

On 1958 Wheat Quotas 

Jefferson County farmers were 
reminded this week that wheat 
growers eligible to cast ballots in 
the June 20 referendum on 1959 
wheat quotas are trose who would 
tbject to the marketing quota 
program if it is approved. 

"The meaning of the term'elig- 
ible voter' is only slightly dif- 
ferent from what it was in the 
last year's vote on quotas for the 

1958 wheat crop," M. C. Brooks, 
chairman of the Jefferson Coun- 
ty) Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Committee, declares. 
"This change results from new 
legislation which provided a feed 
wheat program and in effect mod- 
ified the wheat marketing quota 
provisions." 

The term "eligible voter" in 
year's June 20 referendum on 
wheat quotas, according to the 
chairman, now includes — with 
one exception — all those farm- 
ers in a commercial wheat State 
who will be engaged in the pro- 
duction of the 1959 wheat crop 
and who will harvest more than 
15 acres of wheat for grain 
their farm. The exception is 1 
those farmers who are taking part 
in the 1958 feed wheat program 
may not vote on quotas for the 

1959 wheat crop.
